the Germans had torpedoed the A- 
merican. destroyer Kearney. Two 

| days out, an American freight boat

morning, when we awoke, it was to 
see another ship coming closer. As 
it drew near, we could see that it 
wasn’t the rherchant vessel it preten- 
ted to be, but had business-like guns 
fore and aft.
